Chancellor- Konrad Adenauer, 
West Berlin Mayor Willy Brandt 
and other political leaders chal- 
lenged the Soviet Union to allow 
the Qermans to decide their own 
fate through' nation-wide free 
elections, 

Thoyscomfiilly repudiated the 
Idea of any- deal with East Oer- 
many which they said was prop- 
ped up "by the help of foreign 
bayonets." 

The occasion was the eighth an- 
nivertity of the unsuccessful re- 
volt against Communism In Bast 
□ermiiny. It was a massive shijw 
of political unity In the face ot 
new Soviet demands,.' ■

While anal- 
ogy cannot be too closely drawn, 
the Soviet Premier, alter the . up- 
rising in Hungar?, found himself 
beset by a sea ot troubles with 
doubts ot hla own .powers and ca- 
pacities on every hand.

Three of 
them were graduated. . 

It Is quite a change from 1037 
when rioting mobs at Central high 
school and federal paratroopers 
made Utile Rock a world symbol. 

Racial extremists have accepted 
the change grudgingly, but Iheir 
campaign against court-ordered 
Integration goes on In the form of 
harassment ot the six-man board. 

'This Is your last chaiice," rends 
a scrawled letter to Ted Lamb, 
school board secretary. 'You nave 
been told to get off the school 
board. If you want to stay allvd, 
keep your. nlgger-Ioving' mouth 
shut," 

Lamb, educated at Yale, divides 
his time between his adverlUliiR 
business 'and non-paylns school 
board duties. He has been at odds 
with other board members recently, 
accusing them of using the state's 
pupil assignment laws to minimize 
IntcgralloR. He also claims Llttlo 
Rock still Is sitting on Its morals 
and convictions, and Insists that 
a ncgrcgallonlst cannot be a Chris- 
ten. 

I believe this Is a moral Issue,"

The board's' school osslenments 
for foil provide for 4J Negroes to 
attend once whito schools.
